Ford said Friday he was 
right when he pardoned

Watergate offenses and 
would do it again.

fended his foreign policy, 
saying the United States 
must deal from strength 
but that a confrontation 
with the Soviet Union 
could destroy the world.

question was raised during 
a question-and-answer ses- 
sion with the Northern Illi- 
nois Newspaper Associa- 
tion when Ford was asked 
whether the pardon was 
hurting his campaign.

Concorde delays 
flight into JFK 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The two airlines operat- 


ing the controversial Concorde supersonic jet said 
Friday they had abandoned plans to fly the plane into 
New York's John F. Kennedy Airport next week. 
They said they would go to court instead to fight the 
airport operator's six-month ban of the plane. 


The announcement came only hours after the 


head of the Federal Aviation Administration told 
reporters the agency's air traffic controllers would 
land the Concorde when it arrived at Kennedy even 
though the airport has banned landings of the plane.

26 deaths prompt 
mine safety studies

WASHINGTON - The 


second 
death-dealing 


explosion in less than 
three days deep in the 
Scotia Coal Co. mine in 
eastern Kentucky raised 
new questions Friday 
about the federal mine- 
safety program and the 
procedures that exposed 
the latest 11 victims to 
death underground. 


Cause of both blasts re- 


mains a mystery. 


The deaths Thursday 


night of 11 men in a mine- 
recovery party — a work 
crew sent in to restore 
services knocked out by 
the first blast Tuesday — 
raised the toll to 26. And it 
was certain to focus con- 
gressional attention on the 
role of the federal govern- 
ment in mine safety. 


THE staff of the Senate 


Labor Committee, one of 
two congressional panels 
with responsibility 
for 


mine-safety legislation, 
began a review of the 
company's file of safety- 
inspection reports to the 
Mining Enforcement and 
Safety Administration of 
the Interior Department. 


According to agency 


officials, the company had 
a "better than average" 
record of safety compli- 
ance, with one and one- 
tenth violations of the 
Federal Coal Mine Health 
and Safety Act since 1970 
listed per visit by federal 
mine inspectors. The num- 
ber of safety violations per 
inspection for all other 
mines in the same Ken- 
tucky inspection district 
was said to average two. 


Three miners died in 


previous accidents at the 
Scotia mine since April 
1970, when the new agency 
took over mine-safety en- 
forcement from the Bu- 
reau of Mines. The compa- 
ny's 
nonfatal-injury 


frequency rate was de- 
scribed by an agency 
official here as well below 
the average. 


BUT the mine was 


known to be "gassy" — in 
a seam of coal that gives 
off about 300,000 cubic feet 
a day of methane, a natu- 
rally occurring gas akin to 
the natural gas pumped 
from wells. 


When not swept out of a 


mine by constant forced 
ventilation, methane be- 
comes intensely explosive. 
If coal dust in the tunnels 
is not removed or made 
inert by the application of 
powdered rock, it top can 
enter into the creation of 
even more violently explo- 
sive forces — a factor that 
agency officials here said 
probably contributed to 
the Kentucky disaster. 


The Senate Labor Com- 


mittee scheduled public 
hearings March 24 and 25 
on the year's rising coal- 
mine death toll — now 49, 
including the 26 dead at 
the Scotia mine. 


Deaths in coal mines 


have been declining since 
1968, when 78 miners were 
killed in a gas explosion at 
the Consolidation Coal 
Co.'s No. 9 pit at Farming- 
ton, W.Va.

in California and Nevada. 


Ruling on a class-action 


suit filed by the League of 
United Latin American 
Citizens, U.S. District 
Court Judge Warren J. 
Ferguson said in Los An- 
geles that there was "con- 
vincing evidence that the 
recruitment policies and 
some of Santa Ana's hir- 
ing policies" exclude 
Mexican-Americans from 
police and fire positions. 


The league filed its suit 


on behalf of Lawrence 
Felix. Mexican-American 


who was rejected for a po- 
lice job three times be- 
tween 1969 and 1973. The 
suit said recruitment prac- 
tices, including A mental 
test, a Fire Department 
aptitude test and a height 
requirement, discriminat- 
ed against Mexican- 
American applicants. 


FERGUSON found that 


the height requirement, 
which the city has aban- 
doned on its own, is dis- 
criminatory. He said a 
Fire Department require- 
ment for a high-school 
diploma also was discrimi- 
natory but said the city 
could continue to use it 
because it will not have an 
adverse effect on appli- 
cants. A similar require- 
ment by the police force is 
nondiscriminatory 
and 


permissible, he said. 


Ferguson said a quota 


system to make Mexican- 
American 
representation 


on the forces match their 
numbers in the population 
would not be necessary 
immediately. 


Santa Ana's population 


is 146.000, and Mexican- 
Americans account for 
25.8 per cent of that, the 
judge noted. But last May 
Spanish-sumamed persons 
constituted only 9.2 per 
cent of the uniformed 
force in the Police Depart- 
ment and 4.5 per cent in 
the Fire Department. 


The city argued that it 


was improper to examine 
city population figures 
alone for a job pool, noting 
that Orange County has an 
11.3 per cent population of 
Mexican-Americans. 


Ferguson said one of the 


reasons there were so few 
Latins on the Santa Ana 
forces was because the 
city concentrates its re- 
cruiting efforts outside the 
city.

produced figures showing 
the volume of people at 
Crested Butte was not as 
heavy [or a ski run as at 
other Colorado ski areas. 


"He (Callaway) said— 


'that's just the point. We 
think that kind of volume 
is bad for the environ- 
ment.' and he made his 
case for more area." 


CAMPBELL, reached in 


Atlanta, said no decision 
was reached at the meet- 
ing, but that he asked the 
Forest Service officials 
"to look into it in the light 
of what Mr. Callaway 
said." 


Campbell said he was 


never even informed of 
the decision to grant the 
expansion sought by Call- 
away. 


Callaway told NBC 


News: "We just said we 
had been asking for this 
thing for four or five 
years, and we certainly 
appreciate getting a 
chance to get our views 
known." 


Sen. Floyd Haskell, D- 


Colo, said his Interior 
Environment and Public 
Lands 
subcommittee 


would investigate the 
apparent reversal of the 
Forest Service's recom- 
mendation to deny expan- 
sion of the ski resort. 


"I'VE BEEN very con- 


cerned as to how the 
Forest Service dishes out 
ski areas." said Haskell in 
a telephone interview 
Many ski areas are locat- 
ed on public lands leased 
from the Forest Service. 


Callaway owns an inter- 


est in the ski area, and his 
brother-in-law Ralph Wal- 
ton is the manager, 
according to Richard Ash- 
worth of the Agriculture 
Department, parent agen- 
cy of the Forest Service. 


Ashworth, an aide in 


Callaway's 1966 Georgia 
gubernatorial 
campaign, 


said he does not know how 
much of the Crested Butte 
Development Corp. is 
owned by Callaway. 


Haskell said he has 


been told that last Decem- 
ber, several months after 
the Pentagon meeting, the 
Forest Service reversed 


its decision and approved 
development of a new ski 
area at Crested Butte. 


HASKELL said he had 


no independent knowledge 
that Callaway or Walton 
were involved in reversal 
of the decision. 


Ashworth. who sat in on 


the Pentagon meeting with 
Callaway, Undersecretary 
of Agriculture Phil Camp- 
bell and a Forest Service 
official, said Callaway 
asked for advice on how to 
speed up the process to 
get a final decision on 
Crested Butte expansion. 


"You have to know Bo 


Callaway to know that for 
anyone to suggest he 
would use undue influence 
is preposterous," said 
Ashworth. 


A Haskell spokesman 


said several Forest Serv- 
ice personnel who opposed 
the expansion of the Crest- 
ed Butte area were trans- 
ferred, 
and 
their 


replacements reversed 
their decision. 


THE 
PROPOSED 


expansion would permit 
use of 2.000 acres of leased 
U.S. Forest Service land 
for a new ski area that 
would 
include 
a 


multimillion-dollar resort 
complex on nearby land. 


The Denver Post said in 


a copyright story Friday 
that Forest Service offi- 
cials acknowledged the 
reversal followed protests, 
or "challenges" of the 
original opposition, made 
by officials of the corpora- 
tion and its president, 
Walton. 


The newspaper said that 


documents it had obtained 
showed 
that Walton 


pressed his request for 


the reversal at the top 
levels of the Forest Serv- 
ice in Washington shortly 
after Callaway was named 
to head Ford's presiden- 
tial election campaign 
June 18, 1975." 


THE POST said it had 


obtained documents that 
showed Callaway's inter- 
est in Crested Butte was 
well-known to Forest Serv- 
ice personnel before he 
left the secretary of the 
Army post. 


Crested Butte, like most 


ski areas in Colorado, 
leases public land for its 
mountain skiing areas and 
uses mountain-base land 
and other nearby land it 
owns for resort develop- 
ment. The ski lifts are 
owned and operated by the 
leaseholder. 


Haskell said he is con- 


cerned that the Forest 
Service has no real proce- 
dures to determine when 
and under what circum- 
stances to grant a ski per- 
mit on public lands. 
Without safeguards, he 
said, such a project "can 
be used as bait for private 
real estate development." 


Haskell has tentatively 


set April 6 for a hearing.

Wild approved a contribu- 
tion of about $5,000 for 
Inouye's campaign be- 
tween March and June of 
1973 and $2,500 on Sept. 27, 
1972, in the Nunn cam- 
paign. 


Wild, 52, was vice resi- 


dent 
of government 


relations for Gulf at that 
time. 


Nunn, in a statement 


read by an aide, said he 
personally received no 
money from Gulf or Wild 
and that a thorough inves- 
tigation by his campaign 
finance officials turned up 
no such contributions. 


"The financial records 


of my campaign are a 
matter of public record," 
Nunn added. "They reveal 
that every effort was 
made to identify any 
possible contribution and 
such contributions were 
returned when identified, 


from the beginning of my 
campaign in 1972." 


A 
spokesman 
for 


Inouye, in Hawaii for the 
weekend, said the senator 
had no record of ever re- 
ceiving a contribution 
from Wild or Gulf. 
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chairman John Stennis, D- 
Miss., to delay action on 
Hall and Deputy Defense 
Secretary William Cle- 
ments also requested that 
action be withheld until he 
could look into the situa- 
tion. 


In a letter to Stennis, 


Proxmire said an arrange- 
ment between Martin 
Marietta and Hall in 1963 
was of questionable legal- 
ity and appears to repre- 
sent a serious conflict of 
interest.

growing conviction that the recovery will endure," 
the bank's March Economic Letter added. 


Optimism is rising, the bank said, as the impact 


of recovery is more widely diffused through the 
economy, as the U.S. recovery is reinforced by ad- 
vances in the industrial nations of Europe and in 
Japan, and as U.S. inflation continues to moderate. 


"In addition, the growth of the money stock has 


begun to accelerate, thus moving toward the Federal 
Reserve's targeted range," the letter noted. 


ACCORDING TO CITIBANK, the speed of recov- 


ery remains a bone of contention because the margin 
of underutilized resources is unusually wide. 


The administration and the Fed have resisted 


the pressures for more vigorous growth on the 
grounds that to do so, when the memory of double- 
digit inflation is still so painful, would risk generating 
widespread expectations of a return of accelerating 
inflation, Citibank went on. 


If such expectations were self-fulfilling, 
the 


monetary authorities would be forced to counter with 
actions that would choke off recovery, the bank said. 
"For the moment, the mood of much of the country 
supports this position. How long it continues to dp so, 
however, is uncertain. And there is the same delicate 
balance in other industrialized countries."

CLEVELAND - With only 15 per cent of the 


nation's families able to afford today's average- 
priced new home — at $42,000 to $43,000 — would-be 
home buyers and builders face an uncertain future, 
Industry Week reported. 


Last year saw new housing starts sink to a 29- 


year low while home-builder bankruptcies set 
records. And while some conditions that caused the 
downturn — high taxes, tight money, and unsold 
inventory — are still with us, builders estimate an 
upturn to 1.4 or 1.6 million new units this year as the 
recession ebbs, the magazine for managers said. 


But serious problems cloud the longer-term hous- 


ing outlook. 


IT'S TRUE THAT MANY of the traditional hous- 


ing stimulants continue: Population growth, family 
formations, and demolition of older units, Industry 
Week noted. But escalating land costs may soon 
swallow up even the $50,000 home, local antigrowth 
groups are driving up costs and driving out develop- 
ers, and the federal government's cautious housing 
policy is providing little support. 


However, some builders condemn government 


housing aid. "We could have had a damn good 
construction decade if the government hadn't got 
involved," one construction analyst contended. Based 
on its oft-stated estimate of "2.5 to 3 million new 
units each year" needed in housing during the 1970s, 
government was pumping money into housing at an 
unprecedented rate in 1972. 


"The result was that supply was pushed beyond 


demand, especially in multifamily units." And the 
ensuing decline was "absolutely abnormal. We never 
had such a sharp decline — ever," he told Industry 
Week. 


"Everyone says the downturn has been the re- 


sult of light money," he added, "but it was simply 
the result of supply and demand. Without the govern- 
ment subsidies of the early 1970s conventional hous- 
ing starts would have peaked at about 1.8 million 
starts and stayed there. And if the government gets 
involved again, we're going to feel it in the 1980s just 
as we are now." 


SO FOR SOME, government staying out of hous- 


ing would be one optimistic sign. There are others. 
While the U. S. population will grow only 0.8% 
annually during the next decade, household forma- 
tions will increase 2% a year (a» families grow 
smaller). Predictions baaed on the traditional rela- 
tionship between money flow into savings-and-loan 
associations and housing starts alto are bright, the 
magazine for managers noted.

Home ownership, said 
Philip C. Smaby, is a 
principle that made 
America great. He 
feels freedom, inde- 
pendence and owning 
a piece of property are 
all facets of the same 
aspiration. 


And now in this 


bicentennial 
year, 


many Americans who 
sought to fulfill 
the 


dream find they can- 
not afford the down 
payment or the month- 
ly installments requir- 
ed. The average new 
house is priced beyond 
the average person's 
means. 


Do we abandon the 


goal? No, said Smaby, 
who is the new presi- 
dent of the National 
Association of Real- 
tors; we return instead 
to another trait found 
in the forefathers, to 
basics and simplicity. 


"People will de- 


mand such houses be 
built," said Smaby, 
president also of 
Bermel-Smaby Realty 
of Minneapolis. "I feel 
they are willing to give 
up the amenities for a 
plot with a basic 
house." 


THAT 
HOUSE 


would contain two bed- 
rooms and one bath. H 
would be similar to 
those built immediate- 
ly after World War II. 
tie said, a house of 900 
to 1,100 square feet 
with an expansion 
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attic for another bed- 
room as financial abil- 
ity improves. 


Conceding that the 


price of land, labor, 
money and materials 
have contributed to the 
sharp rise in the cost 
of new housing, Smaby 
notes that another rea- 
son was the enlarging 
of houses to 2,000 
square feet and five 
bedrooms. 


As a result, the cost 


of the typical new, 
single-family home is 
around $40,000 today, 
while the median in- 
come is around $13,- 
000. Only a small per- 
centage of Americans, 
therefore, can afford 
the house they want. 


What Smaby says is 


not new, but it is a 
hard lesson to accept 
Many builders went 
bankrupt rather than 
cut back, and many 
potential buyers con- 
tinued to rent rather 
than lower the level of 
their dreams. 


Some also sought 


out older homes, which 
Smaby estimates often 
sell for $5,000 less. 
While new home sales 
fell in January to the 
lowest level in six 
months, the existing 
home market remain- 
ed very strong. 


THE ATTITUDE is 


somewhat comparable 
to that which exists in 
the automobile mar- 
ket, in which full-size 


used cars' in good 
condition 
command 


premium prices, while 
sales of some new 
compacts are drag- 


The situation in both 


markets is sometimes 
said to be evidence of 
a reluctance to face 
reality, and it is prob- 
ably true. But it is a 
condition also that 
cannot continue. The 
supply isn't there. 


Smaby believes that 


builders, sellers and 
buyers are all about to 
accept the reality and 
cut back. 


"Realtors have been 


saying this for a long 
time," said Smaby.

The unloved child may 


unknowingly be advertis- 
ing its problem for all the 
world to see—by being too 
small for its age. 


There are rots of rea- 


sons why '8 child may not 
be growing as fast as its 
friends. 


But clearly the most 


startling is what doctors 
are now terming psychoso- 
dal short stature. 


According to a report in 


the current Medical World 
News (a magazine for doc- 
tors), psychosocial short 
stature is considered the 
hallmark of the emotional- 
ly battered child—one who 
does not get enough love. 


Up to a point, such short 


stature is reversible. If the 
child is removed from a 
home where it is not 
loved, and placed in a 
home where there is love, 
the child frequently grows 
very rapidly. 


The Medical World 


News report, part of a 
major survey of the rea- 
sons why children are too 
small or too tall, cited one 
series 
of youngsters 


studied by Dr. Robert M. 
Blizzard, chief of pediat- 
rics at the University of 
Virginia Hospital in Char- 
lottesville. 


BLIZZARD, who spe- 


cializes in pediatric 
endocrinology (hormones) 
found that the diagnosis of 
psychosocial short stature 
is provable after the fact— 
because it does reverse. 


In 13 youngsters whom 


Blizzard studied, growth 
in foster or convalescent 
homes was startling: The 
average growth rate was 
0.65 inches per month 
(which works out to 7.8 
inches a year), compared 
with the normal for that 
age range of 0.2 inches per 
month (2.4 inches a year). 


Blizzard suspects that 


the emotional problems 
that a child experiences in 
his original home prevents 
it from eating or sleeping 
properly. 


"The possibility that 


growth will be retarded 
(because of) a social envi- 
ronmental factor is much 
more widespread than 
people would have sus- 
pected," 
says 
John 


Money, psychologist who 
has worked with children 
in a clinic similar to Bliz- 


zard's at Johns Hopkins 
University. 


Money says the diagno- 


sis is difficult to make be- 
cause the parents are the 
problem. He recommends 
that as soon as such a 
situation is suspected, the 
parents should be inter- 
viewed separately, before 
they've had a chance to 
make up a common story. 


Money, Blizzard and 


other specialists consider 
that the catch-up growth 
spurt after the child is re- 
moved from that home the 
diagnostic clincher. 


But there is yet other 


evidence: 


-Growth slaps abruptly 


as soon as the child is re- 
turned home. 


-The child's Mobgieal 


reaction to its parents 
may be so profound that 
even a simple hospital 
visit by the parents pro- 
duces a reaction in the 
child's blood. 


Dr. Nancy J. Hopwood 


of the University of Michi- 
gan and Dr. Allan L. 
Drash of Children's Hospi- 
tal in Pittsburgh are 
evaluating a simple blood 
test that will show if that 
blood reaction is occur- 
ring, according to the 
Medical World News re- 
port. 


But it is interesting that 


the body may provide 
some fairly good diagnos- 
tic clues to a home where 
love is not to be found. 


Why does the body work 


that way? The researchers 
aren't sure yet. 


Blizzard thinks the emo- 


tional strain may be 
"turning off the pituitary 
and growth-hormone 
production" so that slow 
growth is not based simply 
on the child's not getting 
enough to eat. Forced 
feeding, rather than love, 
will therefore not correct 
theproblem. 


Money points out that 


many of these children 
don't or can't get enough 
sleep under the emotional 
strain, noting that most 
growth hormone is se- 
creted during sleep. 


He says children who 


were able to sleep in emo- 
tional peace grew three 
times as fast as children 
whose sleep was fitful. But 
he emphasized that the 
exact mechanism was not 
yet known. 


BEFORE every parent 


with short kids finds him- 


self or herself ostracized, 
here are some of the more 
common reasons for a 
child's being too short. 


Blizzard says the aver- 


age infant is 20 inches long 
and should grow 10 inches 
during the first year, 5 
inches during the second 
year and 2ft inches every 
year after that until age 
12. 


"The minimum normal 


acceptable growth rate is 
2 inches per year," he 
said. 


Here are some of the 


usual reasons why a child 
is too short for its age: 


—Genetic or familal 


short stature. That's easi- 
ly checked by looking at 
the child's parents, grand- 
parents, aunts, uncles, 
brothers and sisters. 
There's no treatment for 
such inherited shortness, 
Blizzard says. 


-ConstftrtJonally delay- 


ed growth, usually along 
with slow sexual develop- 
ment and slower-than- 
usual maturation of bones. 
These children tend to 
spurt up later. We've all 
seen persons in their late 
teens and early 20s who 
are still growing—usually 
after being "too small" as 
a child. This factor is 
inherited. However, hor- 
mone treatment in select- 
ed cases could help, the 
researchers say. 


-Problems in the uter- 


us before the child is born. 
Blizzard says one type can 
be corrected by hormone 
treatment; the other can- 
not. 


—Inherited heart, long 


or brain problems. 


—8we problems caused 


by inherited errors in me- 
tabolism or 
correctable 


metabolic abnormalities. 


—Simple nutritional 


problems, which can be 
corrected by a proper diet. 


—Endocrine problems- 


children who simply are 
not getting enough growth 
hormones. 


Dr. William H. Daugha- 


day of Washington Univer- 
sity says that because 
such growth-hormone 
problems ordinarily are 
related to mental retarda- 
tion, many doctors misdi- 
agnose children "who may 
be perfectly normal in 
intelligence and apparent- 
ly quite active." 


Hormone problems may 


be correctable. 


Test-tube syphilis growth 
claimed by researchers 


MELBOURNE, Fla. 


(API-Scientists at the 
Florida Institute of Tech- 
nology say they have suc- 
ceeded in growing syphilis 
organisms in test tubes. If 
confirmed, the develop- 
ment would be a major 
step toward development 
of a vaccine against the 
disease. 


But other scientists at 


the national Center For 
Disease Control in Atlan- 
ta, Ga., said Friday they 
have been unable to repro- 
duce the Florida results. A 
researcher from CDC will 
visit the Florida laborato- 
ries the week of March 22 
to study the work. 


DR. Ronald H. Jones, 


director of a syphilis re- 


search team at FIT, said 
Friday that the discovery 
will allow scientists to 
study the venereal disease 
organism away from a liv- 
ing animal for the first 
time. 


"To develop a vaccine, 


you have to grow the 
organism in large quanti- 
ties. Growing the organ- 
ism in test tubes allows us 
to manipulate it in greater 
numbers and really opens 
up the horizons for study," 
Jones said. 


He said reports of the 


research were published 
in the February issue of 
the British Journal of 
Venereal Diseases. This 
issue has not yet reached 
researchers in the United 
States.

Artificial 
heart put 
into calf 


MOSCOW (AP) - Heart I 


specialists from the I 
United States and the 
Soviet Union slit open the 
chest of a 20&pound calf 
Fridav and implanted an 
American-made artificial 
heart. The surgery was 
part of the first operating 
room tests in a two-year- 
old artificial heart re- 
search program of the two 
countries. 


More than SO medical 


personnel and newsmen 
jammed into an operating 
room at the Moscow Insti- 
tute of Transplantation of 
Organs and Tissues for the 
demonstration. The ani- 
mal was anesthetized and 
tightly bound to an ordi- 
nary operating table. 


The calf was to be 


unhooked from the heart 
and permitted to die later 
in the day, as was the case 
with another calf the Sovi- 
ets used Thursday to show 
the Americans bow they 
implant Soviet-made ar- 
tificial hearts. 


"TODAY is more or less 


a demonstration of our 
basic techniques in the im- 
plantation of the heart," 
said the leader of the 
American team, Dr. 
George P. Noon of the 
Baylor College of Medi- 
cine in Houston, Tex. 


"This will now serve as 


a base line for the com- 
parison of our work up to 
the present and give us a 
better idea how we can 
collaborate and develop in 
the future." 


Dr. Valery I. Shuma- 


kov. the director of the 
transplantation 
institute, 


climbed on a stool and 
craned his neck to watch 
Noon's procedure. 


The Soviet specialist 


told reporters earlier that 
the American and Soviet- 
made hearts were basical- 
ly the same in construc- 
tion and weight and meas- 
ured the same as a real 
heart 


Within three years, he 


predicted, patients who 
have no hope of living 
without a heart transplant 
will be placed on such an 
artificial heart for several 
days until a heart donor is 
found. 


"THERE would be no 


risk in such a procedure 
because these people 
would have died anyway," 
be said. 


The artificial heart is 


powered by jets of water 
squirting into it through 
tubes from equipment out- 
side the body. 


Sbumakov said a fully 


self-contained artificial 
heart that could serve a 
person for years was not 
likely until after the year 
2000. 


He noted that the trans- 


planting of human hearts 
has largely stopped while 
techniques are 
refined. 


The Soviet Union tried two 
heart transplants, and 
both recipients died within 
a day, he said. 


Soviet and American 


specialists have been 
working on the develop- 
ment of an artificial heart 
since an agreement on 
scientific cooperation be- 
tween the countries was 
signed in June 1974. 


"WE have exchanged 


technical information, but 
this is the first time we 
have been 
practically 


working together," Noon 
said. Each side has al- 
ready done some artifical 
heart implants of its own. 


A return visit by the 


Soviet team to Houston is 
expected later this year. 


THE institute is the only 


major transplantation cen- 
ter in the Soviet Union.

Paddy, you did well! 


On Wednesday all sorts 


of "Irishmen" with names 
like Swenson, Garcia, 
Goldberg, Wolfgang and 
Chang will lift glasses in 
honor of the Blessed St. 
Patrick. 


St. Patrick is the patron 


saint of Ireland, but his 
reputation crosses all eth- 
nic borders. It is not 
necessary even to be a 
Christian to love Patrick. 
He strikes a chord in 
human nature. 


But who was the mys- 


terious saint who causes 
all sorts of people to wear 
a touch of the green on His 
Day? 


The question is not easi- 


ly answered. He belongs to 
one of the truly murky 
periods of history. He is a 
bit tike the legendary King 
Arthur. Few people wrote 
anything in Britain or Ire- 
land of the Fifth Century. 
Those who did often were 
not much concerned with 
facts. In later centuries, 
up to modern times, the 
vague histories were 
embellished with poetry 
and romance. 


There is little evidence 


that King Arthur ever 
existed. There are those of 
us who want to believe in 
that heroic and trageic 
king. There just had to be 
a man who restored good 
government to a sick 
world while he held the 
Saxon hordes at bay, and 
who was finally done in by 
treachery within his own 
household. Alas, his exist- 
ence cannot be establish- 
ed. 


The historicity of Pat- 


rick seems beyond doubt 
— but the stories told 
about him take on the 
quality of Arthurian leg- 
end. 


Patrick grew up after 


the dying Roman Empire 
had withdrawn its legions 
from Britain, leaving that 
island to the mercies of 
the sea kings. Patrick was 
a Christian. Probably his 
mother tongue was a 
funny kind of Latin. He 
was a Celt, related in cul- 
ture and temperament to 
the Welsh and the Irish. 


When he was 16 the sea- 


coast village where he 
lived was raided.by Irish 
pirates. The boy was cap- 
tured and sold as a slave 
to an Irish noble. He was 
assigned to be a shepherd. 
In the loneliness of his

work he thought constant- 
ly of Christ. 


One story has it that the 


noble was kind to the kid. 
Whatever happened, the 
boy grew fond of the Irish 
people. He began to dream 
of bringing Christ to his 
captors. 


After several years he 


escaped aboard a friendly 
ship. The story now be- 
comes confused indeed. 
One version is that he fled 
to a French monastery 
where he studied for years 
for his mission to Ireland. 


Anyhow, he returned, 


And after a few rough 
times in which he was jail- 
ed and in peril of death, 
the usual story says that 
he took Ireland by storm, 
converting one tiny king- 
dom after another until all 
Ireland or most of it was 
Christian. 


Some scholars doubt 


this. They argue that one 
man could not have done 
such a heroic conquest 
Some argue that there 
were two or even three 
Patricks. 


Such an argument ig- 


nores the death wish of 
European 
paganism. 


Again and again Christi- 
anity spread like wild fire 
through the pagan soci- 
eties. At a later period the 
Anglo-Saxons who con- 
quered 
England 


worshipped Odin and Thor 
— but the first mission- 
aries made their converts 
and established their 
churches with little diffi- 
culty. The people were 
ready for a religion which 
offered more meaning to 
life. 


This may have hap- 


pened for Patrick. The 
religion of Ireland was 
Druid — whatever that 
means. It was a rather 
formless religion, taking 
different customs and atti- 
tudes from place to place. 
It depended heavily on 
ceremony, magic and 
sometimes human sacri- 
fice. It is believed that its 
quality ranged from rath-

Alaskan Jesuit reports news 


"A savage is a man who 


has not had enough news 
from the human race."

How would you envision 


a Jesuit missionary in the 
Arctic wilderness of Alas- 
ka? 
, 


Do you see a sternly he- 


roic soldier of Christ, clad 
in furs, going by dogsled 
through the night which is 
50 below to bring the 
Sacraments and the light 
of Christ to poor Eskimos? 
Do you see a man so de- 
voted to his faith that he 
endures unspeakable hard- 
ships and is a candidate 
for martyrdom? Do you 
imagine this priest so 
burning in his desire for 
converts that he has little 
time for laughing and tak- 
ing life easy? 


Well, the Rev. Jim 


Poole, S.J., foun der and 
manager 
of 
KNOM, 


Nome's educational radio 
station, doesn't quite fit 
that description. The Cath- 
olic station has the policy 
of soft-sell 
Christianity. 


The rugged, merry priest 
was a lecturer at LBSU 
early this week. 


In his 16 years in the 


Arctic Father Poole has 
done the whole bit. He 
knows about hardship, but 
he is inclined to think of it 
more as sport and adven- 
ture. 


As an example of what 


it is like to be a mission- 
ary in Alaska, he told of 
his Christmas trips. 
"Christmas and Easter 
are important to the peo- 
ple in the villages, so a 
priest should serve as 
many as possible." he 
said. 


On a typical Christmas 


trip he set out by dogsled 
on the day before. He ar- 
rived at the village for 
Christmas Eve Mass, then 
off again, traveling all 
night for another Mass in

the morning, then back to 
the sled for anothing Mass 
on Christmas night. "Then 
I just collapsed," he said. 


On such trips there are 


relays of dog teams. 


"The weather is so cold 


that there is danger of 
freezing in spite of ther- 
mal underwear, heavy 
clothes and furs. So one 
warms up by running be- 
side the sled, but he must 
not run so bard as to get 
up a sweat," he said. 


ALTHOUGH he an old 


Arctic hand, he remains 
cautious of the wilderness. 
"I always want an Eskimo 
with me. This is their 
land. They know how to 
survive." 


The dogs are rather 


rapidly being replaced by 
snowmobiles. They are 
faster and they don't have 
to be fed fish when they 
aren't working. 


Father Poole. pastor of 


the Nome parish, uses 
KNOM to carry on his 
mission to 85 tiny villages 
in an area of 146.000 
square miles. 


"Ours is strictly soft- 


sell Christianity. We don't 
even emphasize Catholi- 
cism. We are not seeking 
converts. Rather, we are

trying to give Christian 
services to our listeners." 


Like secular stations, 


there are religious pro- 
grams including a brief 
daily worship service and 
a Sunday service. But the 
•emphasis is on news and 
music. 


"Many of the people in 


the villages have no other 
source of news," Father 
Poole said. "Even if they 
could get newspapers they 
would be many days late. 
News is of utmost impor- 
tance to isolated people. It 
makes them feel they they 
are part of the human 
race." 


KNOM 
has 
ample 


sources of news. It has As- 
sociated Press and the 
communication 
satellite. 


It also covers local news. 
Although the population is 
sparse 
and 
scattered, 


there always seems to be 
action. 
'Nome itself, a town fa- 
mous throughout the 
world, is really a village 
with a population of less 
than 3,000. It was 30,000 at 
the peak of the gold rush. 
A new gold rush on a 
small scale is developing. 
The current price of gold 
makes it worth-while to 
dig for the stuff. 


KNOM has no commer- 


cials. It does have educa- 
tional spots — brief re- 
marks, less than a minute 
long, to help listeners deal 
with their changing world. 
Sometimes the spots are 
inspirational, 
sometimes 


they are very down to 
earth, such as explaining 
the correct way to change 
a diaper. 


The spots fall into eight 


categories: economy, sani- 
tation, health.child car, 
youth, social problems, 
education and character 
formation. 


THE ESKIMOS need all 


the help they can get. 
Northwest Alaska is called 
"a shattered community." 
The suicide rate is 20 
times the national aver- 
age. Suicide and homicide 
accounted for 36 per cent 
of the deaths in 1974. The 
rate of alcoholism and 
drug use is very high. Al- 
most half the population is 


. below the poverty level. 


And yet, given any kind 


of breaks they are a 
happy and merry people. 
Father Poole showed 
slides of his many friends. 
Some of the girls are 
beautiful. Their traditional 
leather and fur gowns are 
examples 
of exquisite 


workmanship. Of course, 
they mostly wear typical 
American clothes with 
furs in the winter. 


"They are Orientals," 


he said. "They were the 
last people to cross the 
land bridge from Asia be- 
fore the end of the Ice Age 
flooded it." 


Alaska is a lonely land. 


There is one human being 
for every eight square 
miles. The total poplation 
is about the size of Long 
Beach. 


KNOM was built and is 


supported entirely by 
donations. Most of the 
workers are unpaid volun- 
teers. Its importance is 
shown by the fact that 
more than half of the 
population in the area lis- 
ten eight hours a day and 
that 80 per cent say that 
the radio is their prime or 
only source of news. 


Father Poole, who is a 


good 
photographer, 


showed many slides of the 
amazing scenery of Alas- 
ka. He has traveled exten- 
sively by plane, dog sled 
and boat. 


He is clearly a man in 


love with his work. His 
merry attitude seems to 
capture young people im- 
mediately.

Battle lines drawn 
in three churches

Battle lines are becom- 


ing more sharply drawn 
between conservatives and 
liberals in the United 
Methodist, United Pres- 
byterian, and 
Episcopal 


churches as each denoiri- 
natwo approaches major 
policy-making meetings 
later this year. 


"No Surrender, No 


Desertion" has become 
the officially adopted bat- 
tle cry for the Fellowship 
of Concerned Churchmen, 
a coalition of conservative 
Episcopal organizations. 


Conservative Methodists 


are being exhorted to dis- 
card their traditional fear 
of mixing politics and reli- 
gion. "If you care about 
(he church, you will need 
to become aware of the 
political realities," an 
independent conservative 
Methodist magazine said. 


And warnings of mas- 


sive defections from the 
United 
Presbyterian 


Church are common from 
conservative Presbyte- 
rians who charge there is 
a "crisis of confidence" in 
church leadership. 


For united Methodists, 


the focus is on the quad- 
rennial conference to be 
held April 27 to May 8 in 
Portland, Ore. Skirmishes 
could erupt on such an 
issue as whether a 
homosexual lifestyle is 
consistent with church 
teachings and the general 
dissatisfaction on the part 
of conservatives with al- 
leged biblical de-emphasis 
in all church programs. 


United 
Presbyterians 


are looking toward their 
general assembly meet- 
ings May 18-26 in Balti- 
more. There the battle 
lines may be drawn over 
women's ordination ques- 
tions, alleged church sup- 
port 
for 
revolutionary 


groups, and homosexual 
recognition. 


And Episcopalians are 


girding themselves for 
battle at a general conven- 
tion Siept. 11-23 in Min- 
neapolis, where women's 
ordination and proposed 
changes in the church 
prayer book will be hot 
issues. 


The principal antago- 


nists in the drama are 
groups relatively small in 
number. But each insists 
its following is far more 
widespread than shown by 
the circulation figures for 
each group's magazine or 
newspaper (the primary 
measure of group size). 


The most potent con- 


servative force in the 
United Methodist Church 
is the Forum for Scriptur- 
al Christianity, more 
popularly known as the 
"Good News Movement." 
Headquartered in Wil- 
more, Ky., the 10-year-old 
movement publishes a 
small magazine six times 
a year, with a circulation 
of 13,000. 


"We feel we are more 


than a slight ripple in the 
church," said the Rev. 
Charles Keysor, executive 
secretary for the group. 
"We're more like a tide 
coming in while the tradi- 
tional institutionalism of 
the church is a tide that 
long ago crested." 


The Rev. Mr. Keysor 


said the Good News Move- 
ment is introducing a 
"biblically orthodox" cur- 
riculum in church schools 
to counter a need for bibli- 
cally based 
materials 


unmet by the United Meth- 
odist publishing house. 


The Presbyterian Lay 


Committee, Inc., is the 
United Presbyterian ver- 
sion of conservatism. 
Apparently no shrinking 
violet when it comes to 
attacking church policies, 
the committee has created 
such division within the 
church that last year's 
general assembly voted (o 


have a special investiga- 
tion of its activities and 
report back as bow best to 
deal with it. 


The committee, head- 


quartered in Philadelphia, 
publishes The Presbyte- 
rian Layman 10 times a 
year, circulated free to 
about 346,500. The commit- 
tee claims a list of about 
25,000 contributors. The 
church's own monthly, 
"A.D.," has about 325,000 
subscriptions, a circula- 
tion figure that has slipped 
continually. 


Episcopalians are con- 


fronted by a wide array of 
conservative groups, the 
principal ones being the 
American Church Union of 
Pelham Manor, N.Y., the 
Foundation for Christian 
Theology, of Victoria, 
Tex., and the Foundation 
for the Living Church, of 
Milwaukee. 


Each has a magazine or 


newspaper and their com- 
bined circulation tops 65,- 
000. These and several 
other conservative groups 
have now formed a coali- 
tion to fight prayer book 
changes and women's or- 
dination in the Episcopal 
Church. 


"I'm convinced that our 


position is taken seriously 
by many people who disa- 
gree with us," said the 
Rev. Carroll Simcox, edi- 
tor of the Living Church. 
"I can't complain that we 
are being given the brusb- 
off" by church leaders. 


A check with church au- 


thorities in each of the de- 
nominations showed that 
the conservative concerns 
are not being taken light- 
Jy. 


And when they had or- 


dained them elders in 
every church, and had 
prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the 
I-ord. on whom they be- 
lieved. Acts 14:23.

Union.

candidates were elicited in 
a series of conversations. 
Jewish leaders met for 90 
minutes or longer with 
each of the eight candi- 
dates. President Ford and 
Ronald Reagan, Republi- 
cans, were invited, but 
they said their schedules 
did not permit attendance.

Brown Sr., who disclosed earlier Friday that his son 
intended to enter the contest 


Brown, a bachelor who once studied for the priest- 


hood, first sought public office in 1969 when he led a 
field of 133 candidates for the Los Angeles Community 
College Board of Trustees. 


In 1970, he was the lone Democrat to win a constitu- 


tional office when he was elected secretary of state. 


IN 1974, HE EASILY won the Democratic guber- 


natorial primary over San Francisco Mayor Joseph 
Alioto and Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, then defeated 
Republican Houston Flournoy, although by a consider- 
ably slimmer margin than expected. 


Since then, however, his popularity has soared, and 


recent polls show that 83 per cent of California's voters 
think he is doing a good job. 


He has been a highly unconventional governor, 


coming to work fairly late in the morning and often 
working until past midnight. He has brought into gov- 
ernment a different kind of person, generally, than 
former governors have enticed into the demanding jobs 
available. 


Many of his appointments are former classmates at 


Santa Clara, the University of California, and Yale Law 
School. 


The high point of his brief administration was the 


creation last year of the Agricultural Farm Labor 
Board, which has since become the victim of bitter 
partisan wrangling. 


CRITICS CONTEND THAT Brown brought the 


ALRB problems on himself by loading the five-member 
panel with pro-United Farm Worker appointees. 


As a consequence, many legislators, including some 


key Democrats who supported the Brown-sponsored 
legislation last year, have this year refused to vote the 
board emergency funds, and it has suspended operations 
until the new fiscal year begins July 1. 


If Brown wins in California and goes to the Demo- 


cratic convention in New York July 12 as a serious 
candidate, he could throw a major monkey wrench into 
the steamrolling campaign of former Georgia Governor 
Jimmy Carter, who has enjoyed the most success of any 
candidate in the early primaries. 


However, many political observers view Brown's 


entrance into the fray as a major boost for the presiden- 
tial aspirations of Minnesota Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. 
an undeclared candidate who figures to profit from a 
convention deadlock.

Cavaille also sharply criticized the Port Author- 


ity's decision, saying it was "contrary to the interna- 
tional undertakings given by the United States...and, 
furthermore, constitutes an obstruction of the free- 
dom of commercial exchanges within the Western 
world." 


In still another development, a federal court 


judge in Washington ruled that he had no authority to 
temporarily bar the Concorde from landing at Dulles, 
although he expressed doubt about the validity of the 
government's decision to let the plane land before 
federal noise regulations for supersonic planes had 
been set. 


U.S. District Court Judge Barrington Parker 


said the suit brought by Fairfax and Loudoun Coun- 
ties in Virginia, where Dulles is located, and by 
Nassau County in New York, which is adjacent to 
Kennedy, should have been filed in the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals instead of district court. 


The Port Authority, which operates Kennedy, 


announced Thursday it would ban Air France and 
British Airways from landing the 1,400 mph Con- 
corde at Kennedy for six months while a study is 
made of the plane's operations elsewhere. 


That announcement came only hours after the 


two airlines jointly announced they planned to start 
familiarization flights into Kennedy next week and 
that they would start scheduled service at Kennedy 
about April 10. 


FAA Administrator John L. McLucas told a news 


conference Friday that FAA attorneys were con- 
vinced that the Port Authority did not have the 
authority to overrule Transportation Secretary Wil- 
liam T. Coleman Jr.'s order allowing Concorde 
flights into Kennedy and Dulles. That position is the 
same taken by attorneys for the two airlines and by 
Cavaille in his Toulouse news conference. 


Asked if he had instructed air traffic controllers 


to land the Concorde if it should show up next week, 
McLucas said he had not communicated directly with 
the controllers but had talked to middle-level person- 
nel. 


"We have instructed them that we will handle 


this flight as any other flight," he said. "They (the 
Concorde) are an airplane which has been certificat- 
ed...." 


An agency spokesman said the FAA had no 


choice in the matter. "As a practical matter, there's 
not much else we could do," he said. " We couldn't 
tell them to turn around and go back to Paris." 


But at the same time. 


Ford defended the policy 
of detente and the reduc- 
tion of tension with the 
Communist bloc. 


"WE WILL work to re- 


duce confrontations and 
avoid nuclear 
catas- 


trophe," Ford proclaimed. 


"Our task is a dual 


one," the President said, 
"to defend and promote 
the ideals of the American 
people and to seek to re- 
duce, wherever possible, 
the tensions and confron- 
tations which could lead to 
nuclear holocuast. 


"To do this, we must 


maintain a position of un- 
questioned strength," be 
said. "We will never cease 
the defense of the princi- 
ples for which we stand." 


Ford also came to the 


defense of the nuclear 
arms limitation 
talks. 


Reagan has asserted that 
the United States has 
given away too much to 
the Russians in the talks. 
But Ford said it was an 
essential step to ending a 
potentially deadly arms 
race. 


"Ever since the Rus- 


sians set off their first nu- 
clear explosion in 1949," 
Ford said, "every presi- 
dent of the United States 
has been trying to slow 
down or stop this deadly 
duel and this is the closest 
we have have come." 


Ford said he would 


never agree to any treaty 
which was not in the best 
interests of the United 
States and world peace, 
but he said if a SALT n 
agreement is reached, "it 
will keep a lid on strategic 
arms for the next seven to 
10 years." 


Meanwhile, the field of 


major Democratic presi- 
dential candidates dwin- 
dled to six Friday with the 
withdrawal of Pennsylva- 
nia Gov. Milton Shapp, 
whose early primary cam- 
paigns failed to generate 
votes or money. 


Shapp said he would not 


run even as a favorite son 
in his own state's primary. 


Citing lack of time, 


money, organization and 
media coverage, Shapp 
turned loose the 98 dele- 
gates who had filed for 
him on the ballot. He de- 
clined to back any other 
candidate. 


"I will be looking for 


the man who has a solid 
program to match his 
promises," said Shapp, 
the fourth Democrat to 
drop out of the race since 
the campaign started. His 
withdrawal leaves six 
major Democratic candi- 
dates for the presidential 
nomination, although the 
field may grow again 
later. 


Sen. Henry Jackson of 


Washington and Rep. Mor- 
ris Udall of Arizona said 
they would step up cam- 
paigning in Pennsylvania 
as a result of Shapp's ac- 
tion. 


REAGAN, who had 


been centering his attacks 
on Ford's foreign policy, 
switched his target on 
Friday during his cam- 
paigning in Illinois, con- 
centrating on the theme 
that he is not running 
against Gerald Ford the 
man, but against the office 
and power of the presiden- 
cy. "It's not an individual 
at all. It's a thing called 
the incumbency." said the 
former California gover- 
nor who lost to Ford in 
last Tuesday's Florida pri- 
mary.

There was no official count 
of the injured but at least 20 injuries 
were reported shortly after the twisters 
struck. 


The tornadoes were first reported at 


about 3 p.m. in Demotte. a community of 
2.200 in northwest Indiana. 


Three persons were killed in the Indi- 


ana tornadoes, and two others suffered 


fatal heart attacks when their homes 
were hit by twisters, authorities said. 


Traffic was backed up for more than 


a mile on Interstate 65 near the Indiana 
town of Lowell when twisters snatched up 
two tractor trailer trucks and dropped 
them across the highway. The drivers 
were reported uninjured. 


Authorities said damages in Illinois 


would probably mount into the millions, 
and the governor put the state's emer- 
gency plan into effect, providing state 
police, transportation, disaster agency 
and Illinois National Guard assistance.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - A revolt by- 


minority owners of the San Diego Charg- 
ers is an effort by hotel heir Barren 
Hilton to regain control and move the 
National Football League team to Phoe- 
nix or Memphis, Eugene Klein said 
Friday. 
"I own 61 per cent of the club," said 


Klein. "It won't work." 


Hilton sold the franchise to Klein in 


1966 for a reported $10 million. In a court 
suit Thursday, he and five other minority 
stockholders accused Klein of leading the 
Chargers to disrepute. 


Their request for a temporary re- 


slraining order against Klein was reject- 
ed by Superior Court Judge Jack R. Le- 
vitt, who set a hearing for March 26. 


The court declaration asks that Klein 


be removed as dub president and chief 
executive officer because, said Hilton, "1 
have witnessed a steady decline in the 
•value of my investment and in my pride 
of ownership." Hilton retained 20 per 
cent interest. 


Klein said later that Hilton "wants to 


come back and run the club again." 


A charter owner in the old American 


Football League, the Hilton Hotels presi- 
dent operated the franchise in Los 
Angeles in 1960 moving it to San Diego in 
1961. 


The Chargers won five division cham- 


pionships and one AFL title while Hilton 
was president. Under Klein, their record 
is 56 victories, 77 losses and 7 ties. Last 
season, the Chargers lost their first 11 
games and finished 2-12. 


A meeting of NFL ehib owners begins 


Monday in Coronado. Klein said the law- 
suit was tuned to embarrass him, 


Attempts by Memphis and Phoenix 


interests to buy the Chargers recently 
were rejected by Klein after Hilton's 
group "tried to force me to buy their 
interest," he said in an interview. 


"Under no conditions would I sell or 


move the Chargers," said the former 
chairman of National General Corp., a 
chain of moviehouses. 


"The minority stockholders can re- 


move me as general partner, but the 
majority stockholders can choose my 
successor..I own 61 per cent of this club. 
There's nothing to prevent me from nam- 
ing myself."

Keach always got good 


notices, but not the kind 
that would propel him into 
McQueen-Newman-Bron- 
son territory.

"Kirk Douglas called 


me when he had the 
property," said the actor. 
"I was desperate to play 
the part, and I lived with 
it for four years.

A public hearing on whether the 


State Air Resources Board should 
take over certain functions—includ- 
ing enforcement powers—of the 
Southern California Air Pollution 
Control District has been set for 
April 12, officials announced Friday 
in Sacramento. 


Air Resources Board officials 


said the hearing was necessary be- 
cause they believed the local pollu- 
tion district has not been tough 
enough on violators. 


An official of the four-county 


Air Pollution Control District, how- 
ever, said the local agency has 
been working with state officials to 


better enforcement. 


"There isn't any reason for a 


hearing," said William Falkner, 
public Information officer. "We are 
working with the state and taking 
several short-term measures to 
correct the problems—if they exist. 
We also have several long-term 
projects planned." 


Gene Cone, a spokesman for 


the Air Resources Board, said the 
hearing was scheduled after state 
inspectors allegedly uncovered 
"the worst air pollution violation 
ever detected" at the Standard Oil 
Refinery in El Segundo last month. 


Tom Quinn, chairman of the 


state agency, said the alleged viola- 
tions were the fault of the "Los 


Transit system bill 
fails to make ballot

Transit officials Friday receiv- 


ed the final reports of consultants 
on the proposed 281-mile county- 
wide rapid transit system but stop- 
ped short of voting to put the meas- 
ure on the June 8 ballot. 


Directors of the Southern Cali- 


fornia Rapid Transit District how- 
ever, urged the Legislature to ap- 
prove Assembly Bill 2770 which 
would enable the RTD to put on the 
ballot a proposed one-cent sales tax 
measure to finance the rail project. 


Directors agreed to insert in 


the proposed bill language limiting 
the amount of borrowing for the 
proposed system to $8 billion. 


Last week consultants told RTD 


directors the transit project, pro- 
posed by Supervisor Baxter Ward, 
would cost about 40 per cent more 


than the $7.2. bilion estimated and 
said bond market limitations would 
make it impossible to build the net- 
work in 12 to IS years with the 
financing arrangements suggested 
by Ward. 


Instead, they proposed a 244- 


mile main line service which they 
said could be built by borrowing $5 
billion over 20 years. 


Friday, however, they revised 


some of their figures saying the 
244-mile system could be financed 
in a 24-year period. It would cost 
$5.7 billion (in 1976 dollars) to build 
and would require an outstanding 
debt of $6.7 billion by the end of 
construction in 1994, they said.

Caltech expert to talk on 
quake forecasts at LBCC 


Dr. Clarence Allen, a seismol- 


ogy expert from Caltech will speak 
on earthquake prediction and local 
earthquake hazards on Wednesday 
at Long Beach City College.

and geophysics and a member of 
the U. S. Working Group on Earth- 
quake Prediction. He is chairman 
of the State Mining and Geology 
Board.

Arts Campus auditorium, 4901 E. 


Carson St. His slides include photos 
taken while on the American Seis- 
mology Delegation to the People's 
Republic of China.

adjust to the amount of petroleum 
stored at any given time, there has 
to be some space between the roof 
and the sides, he added. 


Falkner said the local pollution 


officials have just completed a joint 
inspection with state officials of 
some 300 tanks at Standard Oil, 
Texaco in Wilmington, Mobil in 
Torrance and ARCO in Carson.

Seal Beach drummer 
big man in junior jazz

Nineteen years ago a bright 


young man, freshly graduated 
from the University of Southern 
California School of Music, took 
over as band director and 
music instructor at Seal 
Beach's McGaugh School. 


It was a lucky day for the 


music program there. 


Today, Charles Wackerman 


has so many things going for 
him musically that it's almost 
impossible to catch up with 
him. 


After playing drums with a 


quartet that performed in 
lounges here and in Las Vegas 
for 4^4 years seven nighfs a 
week, he says he "just got too 
tired" and quit. 


In 1967 he organized the 


Seal Beach Band Review for 
junior-high-school bands. He 
said: 


"Junior-high bands don't 


usually have a chance for the 
big prizes when they have to 
compete with high schools. So I 
decided we needed one strictly 
for junior highs." 


• For the past nine years 


more than 50 band and drul 
teams have converged on Seal 
Beach every November to par- 
ticipate in the review. Las;. 
year there were more than 
2,000 participants. 


In 1968 he organized the 


school's outstanding Jazz 
Ensemble "because I had a 


bunch of kids who were inter- 
ested in big-band music." 


For the first five years of 


its existence the ensemble took 
first place in the annual Orange 
Coast College Jazz Festival. 


The 24-piece group has ap- 


peared on a number of educa- 
tional televison programs and 
two years ago was the featured 
attraction at the National Con- 
vention of Musical Educators at 
the Disneyland Hotel 


In 1973 he took eight of his 


kids out to Disneyland, where 
they performed for 10 weeks in 
(he summer as the Mouseketeer 
Band. 


To raise money to send his 


jazz ensemble to various festi- 
vals he organized the Orange 
County Music Educators' Jazz 
Ensemble, which plays a dozen 
or so concerts a year. 


His parents were not profes- 


sional musicians (his mother 
played the piano "a little"), so 
Wackerman seems to have 
started a trend in the family. 


His oldest son, Chad, 15, 


was the star drummer of the 
Jazz Ensemble for three years 
and is now playing his dad's 
instrument in the Huntington 
Beach Union High School Jazz 
Ensemble. 


His second son, Bob, 12, 


plays bass with the ensemble, 
and his youngest, John, 10, 
plays vibes.

Tideland revenue 
drain hit by group 


Local control of beach opera- 


tions and maintenance should not 
be sacrificed to offset financial 
losses of the "notoriously misman- 
aged" Queen Mary, according to 
the Alamitos Bay Beach Preserva- 
tion Group, Inc. 


The group charged in a letter 


Friday that the City Council "acted 
with undue and questionable haste" 
last Tuesday when it approved in 
principle transfer of beach respon- 
sibility to Los Angeles County. 


Ronald D. Salk, president of the 


Alamitos Bay group, said the city 
has four years before its share of 
tideland oil revenues begins to drop 
from the present $9 million annual- 
ly. The drain on tideland revenue 
was one reason cited as the council 
voted 6-3 to approve the transfer 
and instruct the city manager to 
open formal negotiations with the 
county. The agreement must come 
back to the council for final approv- 
al. 
, Salk said the group wants to be 
notified of that meeting, and ex- 
pressed the hope it would be a full 
public hearing. 


"We trust you can give us and 


the other community groups a 
minimum of one month's notice on 
this question, which is of vital con- 
cern to all the residents of Long 
Beach," Salk said in a letter to the 
council. 


"In the minds of many of your 


constituents, inland as well as 
along the shore, the beaches and 
the lifeguard system of Long Beach 
are high on the list of our most 
recognized assets," his letter said. 


Salk said the organization ques- 


tions the City Council's priorities in 
its effort to make economies. 


"With Long Beach losing well 


over $1 million a year on one of the 
most notoriously mismanaged 
properties anywhere, the Queen 
Mary, how can you possibly ques- 
tion the efficacy and propriety of 
expenditure out of tideland funds 
for the maintenance of our 
beaches?" Salk asked. 


"This is a disappointing way 


for the city to try to recover losses 
incurred in the Pier J. fiasco," he 
asserted. 


"We ask you to put the issue 


simply and honestly to your constit- 
uents, 'Shall it be the Queen Mary 
or our fine beaches?" Salk said. 


448 hopefuls file for political posts in L.A. County

in hanging baskets. They 
continue to grow and pro- 
vide -lots of blossoms 
throughout the summer. 


The most important fac- 


tor for a successful hang- 
ing basket culture is to be 
certain the soil is firm, so 
the soil is thoroughly soak- 
ed when plants are water- 
ed. 


The soil should have 


some organic amendment 
mixed with it. There are 
some prepared amend- 
ments that can used by 
themselves, too. 


SPHAGNUM moss, (not 


sphagnum peat moss) is 
used to line the hanging 
basket whether wire, plas- 
tic, or wooden that have 
spaces between the slats, 
then prepared soil is filled 
in and plants set in the 
basket. 


The only summer-to-fall 


blooming bulbs that pro- 
vide a rainbow of glowing 
colors are dahlias. Many 
gardeners call them bulbs, 
the dahlia hobbyists call 
them dahlia roots. 


Regardless of what 


they're called, now is the 
time to prepare the soil 
for planting them in a 
sunny garden. They are 
not popularly used in a 
mixed flower garden. Dah- 
lias are more easily cared 
for if they're planted in a 
bed by themselves. 


THE ROOTS are avail- 


able at nurseries and gar- 
den shops, and one is 
likely to find quite a selec- 
tion. However, there are 
many more new varieties, 
from the small pompon, 
up to huge cactus-shape 
flowers measuring as

roots will be set. Soak the 
entire bed at least eight 
inches deep.

ter a flower-fruit fertilizer 


— two cups per each 100 
square feet. 


Spread three inches'of a 


quality grade, weed-treat- 
ed steer manure over the 
soil and rototil or dig it in 
twice. Water well. Let 
stand for several weeks 
then set out the roots. 


Or ... prepare individu- 


al one-foot diameter boles 
a foot deep. Scatter a 
tablespoon of the flower- 
fruit maker in the hole 
and a four-inch layer of 
manure. Dig the materials 


well into the soil. Water 
well. Several days later 
put about three inches of 
soil over the prepared soil 
and set out the dahlia root 
with an "eye" bud, facing 
upward. It will become the 
plant trunk growth. Place 
an inch thickness stake 
five feet tall beside the 
root, then hammer it into 
the soil. Cover the root 
two to three inches of soil 
and water well. As the 
new trunk grows, gradual- 
ly fill soil in to nearly the 
level of the ground.

Leaves of gardenias,

Brown denies tough 
juvenile-crime stance 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Gov. Brown said Friday it 
would be "inappropriate" 
to describe his position on 
the state's juvenile justice 
system as a "get-tough" 
stance. 


"There is a sense that 


the juvenile justice system 
must be changed," Brown 
said, but "I'm not at the 
point where I'm going to 
be setting forth a final 
legislative bill." 


BROWN spoke after a 


three-hour meeting with 11 
law-enforcement represen- 
tatives, including Los An- 
geles Police Chief Ed 
Davis. 


Davis, who once called 


the Capitol "Disneyland 
North," praised Brown as 
someone he expected 
would "make some pretty 
wise judgments" about 
curbing crime. But he said 
they did not agree on 
specifics. 


Davis said crime could 


be cut 50 per cent in Cali- 
fornia in five years if the 
state adopted get-tough 
measures he and other 
law enforcement officials 
advocate. Brown neither 
accepted nor rejected this 
view. 


He said reforms were 


needed "making the pun- 
ishment for crime under- 
standable, 
determinate, 


swift, and (even) across- 
the-board. If we do that, 
it's going to have some 
impact (reducing crime). 
What that impact is, who 
can predict?" 


Brown 
said 
some 


changes must be made to 
allow prosecution of 16 
and 17-year-olds who com- 
mit serious crimes. 


"We need a realistic 


procedure in line with the 
offenses committed. Peo- 
ple are committing these 
crimes at a younger age."

The beatings 
were a misguided, irra- 
tional and totally unjusti- 
fiable attempt at disci- 
pline; but they were not in 
a criminal sense willful, 
deliberate or premeditat- 
ed." 


THE COURT stressed 


that it did not hold that a 
person must have a pre- 
meditated intent to kill in 
order to be convicted of 
murder by torture but 
must have the defined in- 
tent to inflict pain. 


It added that in holding; 


that the evidence does not; 
support 
a first-degree- 


murder conviction "we do' 
not imply, of course, that 
a murder of a child can; 
never be torture murder.. 
In appropriate circum- 
stances a child batterer 
can be found to be a tor- 
turer." 


The dissent by Justice 


William Clark held that 
the record supports a find- 
ing of willful, deliberate 
and premeditated intent to 
inflict extreme and pro- 
longed pain. 


'The condition of the 


victim's body here not 
only supports such infer- 
ence; it virtually compels 
it," he said.

Brown will enter primary, 
says 'I want to be

SACRAMENTO — Gov. Brown Friday announced 


his candidacy for the Democratic presidential nomina- 


Brown told a press conference he would enter the 


California primary as a favorite-son candidate, but in 
answer to what a reporter described as a "fundamental 
queslkm'\aboul whether, he wanted to be president, 
Brown answered, "yes, I want to be president." 


He said he would meet the Democratic presidential 


primary law requirement by forming a seven-man steer- 
ing committee before Monday's deadline. The steering 
committee would be in charge of securing campaign 
leaders in each of tha state's 43 congressional districts. 


The announcement ended months of speculation 


about the 37-year-old Brown's political plans. He has 
fended off questions in the past by saying there was no 
need to rush a decision. 


He began to focus on the possibility only this week, 


he said, and did not reach a final decision until Friday. 


He acknowledged that a visit Thursday by former 


New York congressman Allard Lowenstein played a part 
in his decision. He said he "wouldn't be surprised" if 
Lowenstein, who engineered former Minnesota Sen. Eu- 


gene McCarthy's presidential primary bid In 1968, re-. 
turned to California to play a role in the campaign. 


Asked why he was jumping into the already crowd- 


ed California Democratic primary — he is the 11th 
announced candidate for the June 8 election, although 
that number is expected to be reduced by then — Brown 
said, "The Democratic Party needs to be revitalized. 


"It needs renewing, and it needs fresh thinking. 
"I think I've brought to government a questioning 


approach but a commitment to people. I think my 
appointments reflect that, and I think that approach 
would work at the federal level. 


"I have found," he said, "that the relationship 


between the state governments and the federal govern- 
ment needs revision." 


He said he felt he could bring the same handle-one- 


problem-at-a-time approach to Washington that he has 
used in California. 


Brown said he had made no campaign decisions 


"other than to get in the race." He said he had no plans 
to enter any other state primaries. 


He said be planned to return to his Los Angeles 


home this weekend "and make a few phone calls," 
including one to his father, former Gov. Edmund G.

lo the voters in the Illinois 
primary Tuesday and in 
the presidential election 
next fall.

would do it again," he 
said. 


Campaigning in Illinois, 


the President also said 
'under no circumstances 


would he want to see 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger leave his Cabi- 
net. 


As usual, Ford was 


careful not to mention any 
of his political opponents 
by name, but he devoted 
most of his time to an- 
swering the increasingly 
sharp criticism levejled at 
him by former California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, his 
challenger in the March 16 
Republican primary here. 


In a speech lo (he 


Chicago Council on For- 
eign Relations, Ford 
stressed repeatedly the 
importance of "peace 
through strength," a 
phrase he has used recent- 
ly as a substitute for "de- 
tente." 


Reagan has criticized 


the U.S. policy of detente 
with the Soviet Union as 
undermining American se- 
curity.

Concorde delays

New York's John F. Kennedy Airport next week.

Campbell. "He doesn't 
have to pressure people. 
He's a high-class gentle- 
man." 


This.is how Campbell 


described the discussion: 


"The Forest Service 


produced figures showing 
the'volume of people at 
Crested Butte was not as 
heavy for a ski run as at 
other Colorado ski areas. 


"He (Callaway) said- 


'tha't's just the point. We 
think that kind of volume 
is-bad for (he environ- 
ment,' and he made his 
case for more area." 


CAMPBELL, reached in

digit inflation is still so painful, would risk generating 
widespread expectations of a return of accelerating 
inflation, Citibank went on. .

priced new home - at $42,000 to $43,000 - would-be 
home buyers and builders face an uncertain future, 
Industry Week reported. 


Last year saw new housing starts sink to a 29- 


year low while home-builder bankruptcies set 
records.' And while some conditions that caused the 
downturn — high taxes, light money, and unsold 
inventory — are still with us* builders estimate an 
upturn to 1.4 or 1.6 million new units this year as the 
recession ebbs, the magazine for managers said. 


But serious problems cloud the longer-term hous- 


ing outlogk. 


IT'S TRUE THAT JVIANY of the traditional hous- 


ing stimulants.continue: PopulahWgrowth, family 
formations, and demolition of older units, Industry 
Week noted. But escalating land costs may soon 
swallow up even the-$50,000 home, Ipcal antigrowth 
groups are driving up costs and driving out develop- 
ers, and the federal government's cautious housing 
policy is providing little support. 
However,'some'builders condemn government 


housing aid, '"We could have had a damn good 
construction decade If the government hadn't got 
involved," one construction analyst contended. Based 
on its oft-stated estimate of "2.5 to 3 million new 
units each year" needed in housing during the 1970s, 
government was pumping money into hcas&g al a.i 
unprecedented rate in 1972. 


"The result was that supply was pushed beyond 


demand, especially In multifamily units." Arid the 
ensuing decline was "absolutely abnormal. We never, 
had such a sharp decline — ever," he told Industry 
Week."Everyone says the downturn has.been the re- 
sult of light money," he added, "but it was simply 
the result of supply and demand. Without the govern- 
ment subsidies of the early 1970s conventional hous- 
ing starts would have peaked at about U8 million 
starts and stayed there. And if the government gets 
involved again, we're going to feel it in the 1980s just, 
as we are now."

Up to a point, such short 


stature is reversible. If the 
child is removed from a 
hu'm'e' where it is not 
loved, and placed in a 
home where there Is love, 
the child frequently grows 
very rapidly.

News report, part of a 
major survey of the rea- 
sons why children are too 
'small'or too tall, cited one 
series • of youngsters 
studied 'by Dr. Robert H.

Money, Blizzard and 


other specialists consider 
that the catch-up growth 
spurt after the child is re- 
moved from that home the 
diagnostic clincher.

as soon as the chiM is re- 
turned home. 


-The child's Wologkal 


reaction to its parents 
may be so profound that 
even a simple hospital 
visit by the parents pro- 
duces a reaction in the 
child's blood. 


Dr. Nancy J. Hopwood 


of the University of Michi- 
gan and Dr. Allan L. 
Drash of Children's Hospi- 
tal in Pittsburgh are 
evaluating a simple blood 
test that will show if that 
blood reaction is occur- 
ring,, according to the. 
Medical World News re- 
port. 


But it is interesting that 


the b o d y ' m a y provide 
some fairly good diagnos- 
tic clues to a home where 
love is not to be found. 


Why does .the body work 


that way? The researchers 
.aren't sure yet. 


Blizzard thinks the emo- 


tional strain may be 
"turning off the pituitary 
and 
growth-hormone 


production" so that stow 
growth is not based simply 
on the child's not getting 
enough to eat. Forced 
feeding, rather than love, 
will therefore not correct 
the problem. 


Money points out that 


many of these children 
don't or can't gel enough 
sleep under the emotional 
strain, noting that most 
growth hormone is se- 
creted during sleep.

were able to sleep in emo- 
tional peace grew three 
times as fast as children 
whose sleep was fitful. But 
he emphasized that the 
exact mechanism was not 
yet known. 


BEFORE every parent 


with short tods finds him- 


self or herself ostracized, 
here are some of the more 
common reasons for a 
child's being too short. 


Blizzard says' the aver- 


age Infant, Is 20 Inches long 
and should grow 10 Inches 
during the first year, 5 
Inches during the second 
year and 214 inches every 
year after that until age 
12. 


"The minimum normal 


acceptable growth rate is 
2 inches per year," he 
said. 


Here are some of the 


usual reasons why a child 
is too short for its age: 


—Genetic or familial 


short stature. That's easi- 
ly checked by looking at 
the child's parents, grand- 
parents, aunts, uncles, 
brothers and sisters. 
There's no treatment for 
such inherited shortness, 
Blizzard says. 


—Constitution ally delay- 


ed growth, usually along 
with slow sexual develop- 
ment and slower-than- 
usual maturation of bones. 
These children tend to 
spurt.up later. We've all 
seen persons in their late 
teens and early 20s who 
are still growing—usually 
after being "too small" as 
a child. This factor is 
inherited. However, hor- 
mone treatment in select- 
ed cases could help, the 
researchers say. 


—Problems In the uter- 


us before the child is bora. 
Blizzard says one type can 
be corrected by hormone 
treatment; the other can- 
not. 


—Inherited heart, lung 


or brain problems. 


—Bon* problems caused 


by inherited errors in me-, 
tabolism or 
correctable 


metabolic abnormalities. 


—Simple nutritional 


problems, which can be 
corrected by a proper diet. 


—Endocrine problems- 


children who simply are 
not getting enough growth 
hormones. 
. Dr. William H. Daugha- 
day of Washington Univer- 
sity says' .that because 
such 
growth-hormone 


problems ordinarily are 
related to mental retarda- 
tion, many doctors misdi- 
agnose children "who may 
be perfectly normal in 
intelligence and apparent- 
ly quite active." 


Hormone problems may

Artificial 
heart put 
into calf 


MOSCOW W) - Heart 


specialists from "the 
United States and. the 
Soviet Union slit open the 
chest of a 200-pound calf 
Friday and.implanted-an 
American-made artificial 
heart. The surgery was 
part of the first operating 
room tests in a two-year- 
old artificial heart re- 
search program of the. two 
countries. 


More than 50 medical 


personnel -and -newsmen 
jammed into an operating 
room at the Moscow Insti- 
tute of Transplantation of 
Organs and Tissues for the 
demonstration. The ani- 
mal was anesthetized and 
tightly bound to an ordi- 
nary operating table. 


The calf was to be 


unhooked from the heart 
and permitted to die later 
in the day, as was the case 
with another calf the Sovi- 
ets used Thursday to show 
the Americans how they 
implant Soviet-made ar- 
tificial hearts.

"TODAY is more or less 


a demonstration of our 
basic techniques in the im- 
plantation of the heart," 
said the leader of the 
American team, Dr. 
George P. Noon of the 
Baylor College of Medi- 
cine in Houston, Tex.

parison of our work up to 
the present and give us a 
better idea how we can 
collaborate and develop in 
the future." 


Dr. Valery I. Shuma- 


kov, the director of the 
transplantation 
institute, 


climbed on a stool and 
craned his neck to watch 
Noon's procedure. 


The Soviet specialist 


told reporters earlier that 
the American and Soyiet- 
matie hearts were basical- 
ly the same tn construc- 
tion and weight and meas- 
ured the same as a real 
heart. 


Within three years, he 


predicted, patients

have no hope of living 
without a heart transplant 
will be placed on such an 
artificial heart for several 
days until a heart donor is 
found.

you have to grow the 
organism in large quanti- 
ties. Growing the organ- 
ism in test tubes allows us 
to manipulate it in greater 
numbers and really opens 
up the horizons for study," 
'Jones said. 


.He said reports of the 


research were published 
in the February issue of 
the .British Journal of 
Venerea! Diseases. This 
issue has not yet reached 
researchers in the United 
States. 


Asked to comment on 


the reports, Dr. Albert 
Batows, director of the 
division of bacteriology at 
CDC, said the reaction 
there is generally one of 
caution. 
. 
, 


If the work is confirm- 


ed, he said, the develop- 
ment would be of major 
significance. 


"We have'not had the 


opportunity to review in 
complete detail the data 
and ' methodology of Dr. 
Jones and his group," 
Balows said. 


MANY 
laboratories 


around the world have 
tried without success, to 
both reproduce the organ- 
isms and get organisms 
that retain their virulence. 
Some labs have managed 
to culture the organisms 
but the organisms eventu- 
ally lost their virulence, or 
ability to infect. 
. "The final proof of any 
scientific finding," Balows 
added, "is the ability of. 
another laboratory to 
reproduce it."

techniques are 
refined. 


The Soviet Union tried two 
heart transplants, and 
both recipients died within 
a day, he said.

specialists have been 
working on the develop- 
ment of an artificial heart 
since an agreement on 
scientific cooperation be; 
tween the countries was 
signed in June 1974. 


"WE .have exchanged 


technical information, but 
this is the first time we 
have been 
practically 


working together," Noon 
said. Each side has al- 
ready done some artifical 
heart implants of its own. 


A return/visit by the 


Soviet team to Houston is 
expected later this year. 


THE institute is the only 


major transplantation cen- 
ter in the Soviet Union. 


On Wednesday all sorts 


of "Irishmen" with names 
like Swenson, Garcia, 
Goldberg, Wolfgang' and 
Chang will lift glasses in 
honor of the Blessed St. 
Patrick. 


St. Patrick is the patron 


saint of Ireland, but bis 
reputation crosses ail eth- 
nic' borders. II is not 
necessary even to be a 
Christian to love Patrick. 
He strikes a chord in 
human nature. 


But who was the mys- 


terious saint who causes 
all sorts of people to wear 
a touch of the green on His 
Day? 


The question is not easi- 


ly answered. He belongs to 
one of the truly murky 
periods of history. He is a 
bit like the legendary King 
Arthur. Few people wrote 
anything in Britain or Ire- 
land of the Fifth Century. 
Those who did often were 
not much concerned with 
facts. In later centuries, 
up to modern times, the 
vague histories 
were 


embellished with poetry 
and romance. 


There is little evidence 


that King Arthur ever 
existed. There are those of 
us who want to believe in 
that heroic and trageic 
king. There just had to be 
a man who restored good 
government to a sick 
world while he held the 
Saxon hordes at bay, and 
who was finally done in by 
treachery within his own 
household. Alas, his exist- 
ence cannot be establish- 
ed. 


The historicity of Pat- 


rick seems beyond doubt 
— but the stories told 
about him take on the 
quality of Arthurian leg- 
end. 


Patrick grew up after 


the dying Roman Empire 
had withdrawn its legions 
from Britain, leaving that 
island to the mercies1 of 
the sea longs. Patrick was 
a Christian. Probably his 
mother tongue was a 
funny kind of Latin. He 
was a Celt, related in cul- 
ture and temperament to 
the Welsh and the Irish. 


When he was 16 the sea- 


coast village 'where be 
lived was raided by Irish 
pirates. The boy was cap- 
lured and sold as a slave 
to an Irish noble. He/was 
assigned to be a shepherd. 
In the loneliness of his 
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work he thought constant- 
ly of Christ. 


One story has it that the 


noble was kind to the kid. 
Whatever happened, the 
boy grew fond of the Irish 
people. He began to dream 
of bringing Christ to his 
.captors. 


. After several years he 
escaped aboard a friendly 
ship. The story now be- 
comes confused indeed. 
One version is that he fled 
to a French monastery 
where he studied for years 
for his mission to Ireland. 


Anyhow, he returned, 


And after a few rough 
times in which he was jail- 
ed and in peril of death, 
the usual story says that 
he took Ireland by storm, 
converting one tiny king- 
dom after another until all 
Ireland or most of it was 
Christian. 


Some scholars doubt 


this. They argue that one 
man could not have done 
such a heroic conquest. 
Some argue that there 
were two or even three 
Patricks. 


Such an argument ig- 


nores the death wish of 
European 
paganism. 


Again and again Christi- 
anity spread'like wild fire 
through the pagan soci- 
eties. At a later period the 
Anglo-Saxons who con- 
quered 
England 


worshipped Odin and Thor 
— but the first mission- 
aries made their converts 
and established their 
churches with little diffi- 
culty. The people were' 
ready for a religion which 
offered more meaning to 
life. 


This may have hap- 


pened for. Patrick. The 
religion of Ireland 
was 


Druid — whatever that 
means. It was a rather 
formless religion, taking 
different customs and atti- 
tudes from place to place. 
It depended heavily on 
ceremony, magic and 
sometimes human.sacri- 
fice. It is believed that its 
quality ranged from rath- 


er high sophistication to 
utter savagery. Not too 
much is known about 
Druidism since it had no 
literature. 


Isn't it possible that 


Patrick was a' kind of 
Christian "Druid?" As a 
young man he had every 
opportunity to study the 
customs of Ireland. As a 
missionary he met and 
overcame 
the 
Druid 


priests in public confronta- 
tions. 


Patrick left only two 


essays. His Latin was not 
very good. 


Of course, he did not 


drive the snakes out of 
Ireland. As nearly as 
scientists can ascertain, 
there never were snakes 
in Ireland. 


Patrick and the mission- 


aries who followed him 
are credited with saving 
Christianity and civiliza- 
tion of western Europe. As 
the barbarian hordes 
stormed across the conti- 
nent many monks Ced 
with their books to Ire- 
land. They 
established 


monasteries and kept the 
flame alive. The time 
came when the Vikings in- 
vaded Ireland but by then 
the faith was re-establish- 
ed in western Europe. 


The strength and nobil- 


ity of Patrick, saint and 
bishop, somehow touches 
all western civilization. 
Perhaps it is just as well 
that we don't know what 
he looked like or what ser- 
mons he preached and 
where he was during 
much of his life. The 
greatness remains. 


St Patrick's Day was 


not the birthday but rather 
the death day of the great, 
bishop. (The ancients 
usually didn't honor birth- 
days.) 
•'.'. 


There are those who te-. 


lieve that it is great g«id 
luck to be bom on Marcn 
17. This writer was born 
on that day in a Nebraska 
village. There was talk of 
naming him Patrick, but it 
didn't seem quite appro- 
priate for an Anglo-Saxon 
Protestant kid. So he was 
named Mark, also a nice 
name. 
I've often thought of- 
Patrick as my secret, 
name. The old boy may,be 
my favorite saint. Anr^the 
superstition may be right. 
I've certainly had some 
good luck every year of 
my now numerous years.

Arctic wilderness of Alas- 
ka?

Do.you see a slernly he- 


roic soldier of Christ, clad 
in furs, going by dogsled 
through the night which is 
50 below to bring the 
Sacraments and the light 
of Christ to poor Eskimos? 
Do'you see a man so Ae- 
voted to his faith that he 
endures unspeakable hard- 
ships and is a candidate 
for martyrdom? Do you 
imagine this priest so 
burning in his desire for 
converts that he has little 
time for laughing and tak- 
ing life easy? 


Well, the Rev. Jim 


Poole,' S.J., foun der and 
manager 
of 
KNOM, 


Nome's educational radio 
station, doesn't' quite fit 
that description. The Cath- 
olic station has the policy 
of 
soft-sell 
Christianity. 


The rugged, merry priest 
was a lecturer at LBSU 
early this week. 
. In his 16 years in the 
Arctic Father Poole has 
done the whole bit. He 
knows about hardship, but 
he is inclined to think of it 
more as sport and adven- 
ture. 


As an example of what 


it'is like to be a mission- 
ary in Alaska, he .told of 
his Christmas trips. 
"Christmas and Easter 
are important to the peo- 
ple in the villages, so a 
priest should serve as 
many as possible," he 
said. 


On a typical Christmas 


trip he set out by dogsled 
on the day before. He ar- 
rived at the village for 
Christmas Eye Mass, then 
off again, traveling all 
night for another Mass in

the morning, then back to 
the sled for anothing Mass 
on Christmas night. "Then 
I just collapsed," he said. 


•On such trips there are 
relays of dog-teams. 


"The weather is so cold 


that there is danger of 
freezing ia spite of (her:

clothes and furs. So one 
warms up by running be- 
side the sled, but he must 
not run so hard as to get 
up a sweat," he said. 


ALTHOUGH he an old 


Arctic hand, he remains 
caulious of the wilderness. 
"1 always want an Eskimo 
with me. This is their 
land. They know how to 
survive." 


The dogs are rather 


rapidly being replaced by 
snowmobiles. They 
are 


.faster and they don't have 
.to be fed fish when they 
aren't working. 


Father Poole, pastor of 


the Nome parish, uses 
KNOM to carry on his 
mission to 85 tiny villages 
in an area of 146,000 
square miles. 


"Ours is strictly soft- 


sell Christianity. We don't 
even emphasize Catholi- 
cism. We are not seeking 
converts.

Nome itself, a town fa- 


mous throughout the 
world, is really a village 
with a population of less 
than 3,000. It was 30,000 at 
the peak of the gold rush. 
A new gold rush on a 
small scale is developing. 
The current price of gold 
makes it worth-while to 
dig for the stuff. 


KNOM has no commer- 


cials. H does have educa- 
tional spots — brief re- 
marks, less than a minute 
long, to help listeners deal 
with their changing world.

The'principal antago-

servative force in the 
United Methodist Church 
is the Forum for Scriptur- 
al Christianity, more 
popularly known as the 
"Good News Movement." 
Headquartered in Wil- 
more, Ky., the 10-year-old 
movement publishes a 
small magazine six times 
a year, with a circulation 
of 13,000. 


"We feel we are more 


than a slight ripple in the 
church," said the Rev. 
Charles Keysor, executive 
secretary tor the group. 
"We're more like a tide 
coming in while the tradi- 
tional institutionalism of 
the church is a tide that 
long ago crested." 


The Rev. Mr. Keysor 


said the Good News Move- 
ment is introducing a 
"biblically orthodox" cur- 
riculum in church schools 
to counter a need for bibli- 
cally based 
materials 


unmet by the United Meth- 
odist publishing house. 


The Presbyterian Lay 


Committee, Inc., is the 
United Presbyterian ver- 
sion of conservatism. 
Apparently no shrinking 
violet when it comes to 
attacking church policies, 
the committee has created 
such division within the 
church that last year's 
general assembly voted to 


have a special investiga- 
tion of its activities and 
report back as how best to 
deal with it. 
'The committee, head- 
quartered in Philadelphia, 
publishes The Presbyte- 
rian Layman 10 times a 
year,. circulated free to 
about 346,500. The commit- 
tee claims a list.of about 
25,000 contributors. The 
church's own monthly, 
"A.D.," has about 525,000 
subscriptions, a circula- 
tion figure that has slipped 
continually. 


Episcopalians are con- 


fronted by a wide array of 
conservative groups, the 
principal ones being the 
American Church Union of 
Pelham Manor, N.Y., the 
Foundation for .Christian 
Theology, 
of Victoria, 


Tex., and the Foundation 
for (he Living Church, of 
Milwaukee. 


Each has a magazine or 


newspaper and their com- 
bined circulation tops 65,- 
000. 
These and several 


other conservative groups 
have now formed a coali- 
tion to fight prayer book 
changes and women's or- 
dination in the Episcopal 
Church. 


"I'm convinced that our 


position is taken seriously 
by 'many people who disa- 
gree with us," said the 
Hev. Carroll Simcox, edi- 
tor of the Living Church. 
"I can't complain that we 
are being given the brush- 
off" by church leaders. 


A check with church au- 


thorities in each of the de- 
nominations showed that 
the conservative concerns 
arc not being taken light- 


And when they had or- 


dained them elders in 
every church, and had 
prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to Ihe 
Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved.

"wants" of mankind, but 
it was planned of God to 
meet man's "needs." 


This is only a very brief 


outline of the church 
which you can find clearly 
described in the pages of 
the New Testament.

Brown Sr., who disclosed earlier Friday that his son 
intended to enter the contest. 


Brown, a bachelor who once studied for the priest- 


hood, first sought public office in 1969 when he led a 
field of 133 candidates for the Los Angeles Community 
College Board of Trustees. 


In 1970, he was the lone Democrat to win a constitu- 


tional office when he was elected secretary of state. 


IN 1974, HE EASILY won the Democratic guber- 


natorial primary over San Francisco Mayor Joseph 
Alioto and Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, then defeated 
Republican Houston Floumoy, although by a consider- 
ably slimmer margin than expected. 


Since then, however, his popularity has soared, and 


recent polls show that 83 per cent of California's voters 
think he is doing a good job. 


He has been a highly unconventional governor, 


coming to work fairly late in the morning and often 
working until past midnight. He has brought into gov- 
ernment -a different kind of person, generally, than 
former governors have enticed into the demanding jobs 
available. 


Many"of his appointments are former classmates at 


Santa Clara, the University of California, and Yale Law 
School. 


The high point of his brief administration was the 


creation last year of the Agricultural Farm I^bor 
Board, which has since become the victim of bitter 
partisan wrangling. 


CRITICS CONTEND THAT Brown brought the 


ALRB problems on himself by loading the five-member 
panel with pro-United Farm Worker appointees. 


As a consequence, many legislators, including some 


key Democrats who supported the Brown-sponsored 
legislation last year, have this year refused to vote the 
board emergency funds, and it has suspended operations 
until the new fiscal year begins July 1. 


If Brown wins in California and goes to the Demo- 


cratic convention in New York July 12 as a serious 
candidate, he could throw a major monkey wrench into 
the steamrolling campaign of-former Georgia Governor 
Jimmy Carter, who has enjoyed the most success of any 
candidate in the early primaries. 


However, many politico! observers view Brown's 


entrance into the fray as a majoi boost for the presiden- 
tial aspirations of Minnesota Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
an undeclared candidate who figures to profit from a 
convention deadlock.

Cavaille also sharply criticized the Port Author- 


ity's decision, saying it was "contrary to the interna- 
tional undertakings given by the United States...and, 
furthermore, constitutes an obstruction of the free- 
dom of commercial exchanges within the Western 
world." 


In still another development, a federal court 


judge in Washington ruled that he had no authority to 
temporarily bar the Concorde from landing at Dulles, 
although he expressed doubt about the validity of the 
government's decision to let the plane land before 
federal noise regulations for supersonic planes had 
been set. 


U.S. District Court Judge Barrington Parker 


said the suit brought by Fairfax and Loudoun Coun- 
ties in Virginia, where Dulles is located, and by 
Nassau County in New York, which is adjacent to 
Kennedy, should have been fUed in the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals instead of district court. 


The Port Authority, which operates Kennedy, 


announced Thursday it would ban Air France and 
British Airways from landing the 1,400 mph Con- 
corde at Kennedy for six months while a study is 
made of the plane's operations elsewhere. 


That announcement came only hours after the 


two airlines jointly announced they planned to start 
' familiarization flights unto Kennedy next week and 
that they would start scheduled service at Kennedy 
about April 10. 


FAA Administrator John L. McLucas told a news 


conference Friday that FAA attorneys were con- 
vinced that the Port Authority did not have the 
authority to overrule Transportation Secretary Wil- 
iiam T. Coleman Jr.'s order allowing Concorde 
flights into Kennedy and Dulles. That position is the 
same taken by attorneys for the two airlines and by 
Cavaille in his Toulouse news conference. 


Asked if he had instructed air traffic controllers 


to land the Concorde if it should show up next week, 
McLucas said he had not communicated directly with 
the controllers but had talked to middle-level person 
nel. 


"We have instructed them that we will handle 


this flight as any other flight," he said, "They (the 
Concorde) are an airplane which has been certificat 
ed...." 


An agency spokesman said the FAA had no 


choice in the matter. "As a practical matter, there's 
not much else we could do," he said. " We couldn't 
lell them to turn around and go back to Paris." 


But at the same time, 


Ford defended the policy 
of detente and the reduc- 
tion of tension with the 
Communist bloc. 


"WE WILL work to re- 


duce confrontations and 
avoid 
nuclear catas- 


trophe," Ford proclaimed. 


"Our task is a dual 


one," the President said, 
"to defend and promote 
the ideals of the American 
people and to seek to re- 
duce, wherever possible, 
the tensions and confron- 
tations which could lead to 
nuclear holocuast. 


"To do this, we must 


maintain a position of un- 
questioned strength," he 
said. "We will never cease 
the defense of the princi- 
.ples for which we stand." 


Ford also came to the 


defense of the nuclear 
arms 
limitation 
talks. 


Reagan has asserted that 
the United States has 
given away too much to 
the Russians in the talks. 
But Ford said it was an 
essential step to ending a 
potentially deadly arms 
race. 


"Ever since the Rus- 


sians set off their first nu- 
clear explosion in 1949," 
Ford said, "every presi- 
dent of the United States 
has been trying to slow 
down or stop this deadly 
duel and this is the closest 
we have have come." 


Ford said he would 


never agree to any treaty 
which was not in the best 
interests, of the United 
States and world peace, 
but he said if a SALT II 
agreement is reached, "it 
will keep a lid on strategic 
arms for the next seven to 
10 years." 


Meanwhile, the field of 


major Democratic presi- 
dential candidates dwin- 
dled to six Friday with the 
withdrawal of Pennsylva- 
nia Gov. Milton Shapp, 
whose earlv primary cam- 
paigns failed to generate 
votes or money. 


Shapp said he would not 


run even as a favorite son 
in his own state's primary. 


Citing lack of time, 


money, organization and 
media coverage, Shapp 
turned loose the 98 dele- 
gales who had filed for 
him on the ballot. He de- 
clined to back any other 
candidate. 


"I will be looking for 


the man who has a solid 
program to match his 
promises," said Shapp, 
the fourth Democrat to 
drop out if the race since 
the campaign started. His 
withdrawal 
leaves 
six 


.major Democratic candi- 
dates for the presidential 
nomination, although the 
field may grow again 
later. 


Sen. Henry Jackson of 


Washington and Rep. Mor- 
ris Udall of Arizona said 
they would step up cam- 
paigning in Pennsylvania 
as a result of Shapp's ac- 
tion. 


REAGAN, who had 


been centering his attacks 
on Ford's foreign policy, 
switched his target on 
Friday during his cam- 
paigning in Illinois, con- 
centrating on the theme 
that he is not running 
against Gerald Ford the 
man, but against the office 
and power of the presiden- 
cy. "It's not an individual 
at all. It's a thing called 
the incumbency," said the 
former California gover- 
nor, who lost to Ford in 
last Tuesday's Florida pri- 
mary.

Hearing to decide who will handle polluters 
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•' A public hearing on whether the 


State Air Resources Board should " 
lake over certain functions—includ- 
ing enforcement powers—of • the 
Southern California Air Pollution 
Control District has been set for 
April 12, officials announced Friday 
in Sacramento. 


.Air Resources Board officials 


said the hearing was necessary be- 
cause they believed the local pollu- 
tion' district has not been tough 
enough on violators. 


An official of the four-county 


Air .Pollution Control District, how- 
ever, said the local agency has 
been working with state officials to 


strengthen local laws and provide 
. better enforcement. 


"There isn't any reason for a 


hearing," said William Falkner, 
public information officer. "We are 
working with the state and taking 
.several, short-term measures to 
correct the problems—if they exist. 
We also have'; several long-term 
.projects planned." 


Gene Cone, a spokesman for 


the Air Resources Board, said the 
hearing was scheduled after state 
inspectors allegedly 
uncovered 


"the worst air pollution. violation 
ever detected" at (he Standard Oil 
Refinery in El Segundo last month. 


Tom Quinn, chairman of the 


state agency, said the alleged viola- 
tions were the fault of the "Los 


Angeles (Air Pollution ContrpD Dis- 
trict, which has let these things go 
on for years and done nothing.' 


An oil company spokesman, 


however, denied the violations, and 
. officials of the local pollution dis- 
'trict said they, believed their in- 
spections were adequate. 


Falkner,-however, said Friday 


afternoon he believed the problem 
"is one of interpretation." 


The state inspectors who died 


the alleged violations at Standard 
Oil were using different criteria for 
establishing conformance with the 
law than are used by local pollution 
officials, he said. 


(In a report Feb. 20, Quinn 


charged that, state inspectors had 
determined that floating-roof pe- 
troleum storage tanks at the giant 


Standard Oil refinery were improp- 
erly sealed and leaking about 3,000 
tons of hydrocarbons-^ photo- 
chemical smog ingredient—each 
year.) 


"The law presently does not 


specify'what a closed seal is," said 
Falkner. "It just says the roofs will 
be closed." 


Because of the nature of the 


tanks, which have floating roofs to 
adjust to the amount of petroleum 
stored at any given time, there has 
to be some space between the roof 
and the.sides, he added. 


Falkner said the. local pollution 


officials have just completed a joint- 
inspection with state officials of 
some 300 tanks at Standard Oil, 
Texaco in Wilmington, Mobil in 
Torrance and ARCO in Carson. 


Transit system bill 
fails to make ballot 


From Oar L.A. Bureau 


Transit officials Friday.receiv- 


ed the final reports of consultants 
on the proposed 281-mile county- 
wide rapid transit system but stop- 
ped short of voting to put the meas- 
ure on the June 8 ballot. 


Directors of.the Southern Cali- 


fornia Rapid Transit District how- 
ever, urged the Legislature to ap- 
prove Assembly Bill 2770 which 
would enable the RTD to put on the 
ballot a proposed one-cent sales tax 
measure to finance the rail project. 


'Directors agreed to insert in 


the proposed bill language limiting 
the amount of borrowing for the 
proposed system to $8 billion. 


Last week consultants told RTD 


directors the transit project, pro- 
posed by Supervisor Baxter Ward, 
would,cost about 40 per cent more 


Officers installed 


than the $7.2 bilion estimated and 
said bond market limitations would 
make it impossible to build the net- 
work in 12 to 15-years with the 
financing arrangements suggested 
by Ward. 


Instead, they proposed a 244- 


mile main line'service which they 
said could be built by borrowing $5 
billion over 20 years. 


Friday, however, they revised 


some of their figures saying the 
244-mile system could be financed 
in a 24-year period. It would cost 
$5.7 billion (in 1976 dollars) to build 
and would require an outstanding 
debt of $6.7 billion by the end of 
construction in 1994, they said.

Caltech expert to talk on

'Dr. Clarence Allen, a seismol- 


ogy expert from Caltech will speak 
on earthquake prediction and local 
earthquake hazards on Wednesday 
at Long Beach City College.

Arts Campus auditorium, 4901 E. 


Carson St. His slides include photos 
taken while on the American Seis- 
mology Delegation to the People's 
Republic of China. 


The discussion of local seismic 


hazards will be held at 7 p.m. in the 
Nordic Lounge of the College Cen- 
ter at the Liberal Arts Campus. 
Allen will be joined then by Ed- 
ward M. O'Conner, director of 
building and safety in Long Beach. 


Both men will answer questions 


on seismic hazards in the Los An- 
geles basin. 


Nineteen years ago a bright 


young man, freshly graduated 
from the University of Southern 
California School of Music, took 
over as band director and

It was a lucky day for the 


music program there. 


Today, Charles Wackerman 


has so many things going for 
him musically that it's almost 
impossible to catch'up with 
him. 


After playing drums with a 


quartet that performed in 
lounges here and in Las Vegas 
for 414 years seven nights a 
week, he says he "just got too 
tired" and quit. 


In 1967 he organized the 


Seal Beach Band Review tor 
junior-high-school bands. He 
said: 


"Junior-high bands don't 


usually have a chance for tlie 
big prizes when they have io 
compete with high schools. So 1 
decided we needed one strictly 
for junior highs." 


For the past nine years 


more than SO band and drill 
teams have converged on Seal 
Beach every November to par- 
ticipate in the review. Last 
year there were more than 
2,000 participants. 


In 1968 he organized the- 


school's outstanding Jazz 
Ensemble "because I had a 


bunch of kids who were inter- 
ested in big-band music." 


For the first five years of. 


its existence the ensemble took 
first place in the annual Orange 
Coast College Jazz Festival. 


The 24-piece group has ap- 


peared on a number of educa- 
tional lelevison. programs and 
two years ago was the featured 
attraction at the National Con- 
vention of Musical Educators at 
the Disneyland Hotel. 


In 1973 he took eight of his 


kids out to Disneyland, where 
they performed for 10 weeks in 
the summer as the Mouseketeer 
Band. 


To raise money to. send his 


jazz ensemble to various festi- 
vals he organized the Orange 
County Music Educators' Jazz 
Ensemble, which plays a dozen 
or so concerts a year. 


His parents were not profes- 


sional musicians (his mother 
played the piano "a little"), so 
Wackerman seems to have, 
started a trend in the family. . 


His oldest son, Chad, 15, 


was the star drummer of the 
Jazz Ensemble for three years 
and is now playing his dad's 
instrument in the Huntington 
Beach Union High School Jazz 
Ensemble. 


His second son, Bob, 12, 


plays bass with the ensemble, 
and his youngest, John, 10, 
plays vibes.

Tideland revenue 
drain hit by group 


Local control of beach opera- 


tions and maintenance should not 
be sacrificed to offset financial 
losses of the "notoriously misman- 
aged" Queen Mary, according to 
the Alamitos Bay Beach Preserva- 
tion Group, Inc. 


The group charged in a letter 


Friday that the City Council "acted 
with undue and questionable haste" 
last Tuesday when it approved in 
principle transfer of beach respon- 
sibility to Los Angeles County. 


Ronald D. Salk, president of the 


Alamifos Bay group, said the city 
has four years before its share of 
tideland oil revenues begins to drop 
from the present $9 million annual- 
ly. The drain on tideland revenue 
was one reason cited as the council 
voted 6-3 to approve the transfer 
and instruct the city manager to 
open formal negotiations with the 
county. The agreement must come 
back to the council for final approv- 
al. 


Salk said the group wants to be 


notified of that meeting, and ex- 
pressed the hope it would be a full 
public hearing. 


"We trust you can give us and 


the other community groups a' 
minimum of one month's notice on 
this question, which is of vital con-; 
eem to all the residents of Long' 
Beach," Salk said in a letter to the 
council. 


"In the minds of many of your 


constituents, inland as well as 
along the shore, the beaches and 
the lifeguard system of Long Beach 
are high on the list of our/ most 
recognized assets," his letter said. -* 


Salk said the organization ques- 


tions the City Council's priorities in 
its effort to make economies. 


"With Long Beach losing well 


over $! million a year on one of the 
most notoriously 
mismanaged 


properties anywhere, the Queen 
Mary, how can you possibly ques- 
tion the efficacy and propriety of 
expenditure out of tideland hinds 
for the maintenance of our 
beaches?" Salk asked. 


"This is a disappointing way 


for the city to try to recover losses 
incurred in the Pier J. fiasco," he 
asserted. 


"We ask you to put the issue

gree murder. 


Mrs. Steger's step- 


daughter, Kristen, died of 
head injuries. The child's 
body was covered from 
.head to toe with cuts, 
bruises and other injuries, 
most of which could only 
have been caused by se- 


vere blows and were in- 
flicted during her last 
month of life, the court 
said. 


Mrs. Steger testified she 


was "continually, frustrat- 
ed by her inability to con- 
trol Krislen's behavior," 
inflicting daily beatings 
with a belt and shoe in the 
final week and causing her 
to fall so she hit her head 
on the floor, the court 
said.

THE COURT noted that 


since 1945' it had defined 
murder by torture as re- 
quiring the "Intent to 
cause pain and suffering 
in addition to death." 


It said the law requires 


the same proof of deliber- 
ation and premeditation 
for first-degree torture 
murder that it does for 
other types of first-degree 
murder.

Davis said crime could 


be cut 50 per cent in Cali- 
fornia in five years if the 
state adopted get-tough 
measures he and other 
law enforcement officials 
advocate. Brawn neither 
accepted nor rejected this 
view. 


He said reforms were
